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In the 25 years of its existence V.U.F.O.R.S. 
has taker an objective stance on Ufology and has not 
endorsed any particular theory as to the origin and 
purpose of U.F.O.'s. 

The society recognises that the most acceptable 
belief is that the objects are space craft from outside 
our solar system. However appealing this belief may 
be, other theories cannot be disregarded out of hand 
because the truth maj 7 yet prove to be far stranger than 
expected. 

The unusual theories associating U.F.O.'s with 
parallel universes, time travel, the psychic, hollow 
earth, lost civilisations and interstellar communication 
by holograms all have their devotees. 

Another alternative which naturally was consid¬ 
ered when 'flying saucers'' first received world-wide 
attention, in 194-7 was that the objects are a product of 
20th century man. It was suspected that they could be 
secret aircraft being developed by the United States 
military. 

Extensive sightings over North America added 
fuel to the fire and when it was disclosed that 
the AVRO Corporation was developing a circular aircraft 
using central rotor blades, it seemed only a matter of 
time before an announcement would be made. 

This was not to be and the subsequent closing 
down of the AVRO project coupled with the incredible 
speed and manoeverability of the UFO's made the existence 
of an experimental aircraft seem most unlikely. Further¬ 
more, the UFO's were now being seen all around the 
world and no government would risk a new aircraft like 
that. 

A variation of this theory later emerged. 

Renato Vesco in his most interesting book "Intercept - 
but don't Shoot" suggested that some of the 'saucers' 
seen in the late 194-0's were constructed by the British 
in remote areas of Canada using components manufactured 
in various countries including Australia. 


**** 
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His argument was that the British had obtained advanced 
technology from Germany at the end. of World. War II. It had. long been 
known that the Germans were frantically developing new weapons to 
turn the tide of war. Fortunately, the V-2's and jet aircraft never 
realised, their potential and the development of the German A bomb 
was thwarted, at the 11th hour. 

There were, however, other projects which never received as 
much publicity. One of these was a circular aircraft, the Kugelblitz. 
It was of classic flying saucer shape and. was to have been propelled 
by jet engines in its rim. Officially, it never had a test flight 
and Vesco believes that the British subsequently completed production. 
Unfortunately for this theory neither Britain nor Canad.a have 
revealed the existence of such revolutionary flying machines. 

The Irish author, U.A. Harbinson, has presented, a disturbing 
twist to the fate of the Kugelblitz. In his well-researched novel 
"Genesis" he proposes that a section of the V/affen S.S. completed 
prod.uction of the Kugelblitz in early 194-5 but did not reveal its 
completion to the German High Command.. 

The prototype of the Kugelblitz was taken by submarine to a 
Nazi base in Brazil and. with mod.ifications was then operated, from 
there and also another base in Antarctica, numerous UFO sightings 
were subsequently reported from north-east Brazil and. the frozen 
continent in the 1950's. 

Is the above an unlikely alternative? It may be. Is it an 
unpopular- alternative 7 Definitely. But as long as the UFO enigma 
remains unsolved we cannot consign even the most borderline possibil¬ 
ities to the trash can.

U.F„C. pursues cyclist -

UFO sightings investigations officers have now completed 
their interrogation of a Sydney man who claims he was stopped by a 
UPC on the Hume Highway, near Uodonga, on the 24-th August, 1967* 

He is Mr. Ron Hydes, who at the time of mating his report was 
living in East St. Hilda. 

About 5 pm cn Aug. 24th, hr. Hydes was riding his motorcycle 
at.70 m.p.h. on the highway about 10 miles south of Wodonga. The 
sun was low on the•horison ;■ the shy above him was clear, with some 
cloud in the distance. Suddenly he was engulfed in a bluish- 
white light, so brilliant that it almost blinded him and he was 


forced to stop. The source of the light was directly above him and 
it was so bright that he was unable to see the countryside around 
him. 


"I took my sun glasses off", he said, "and wiped my eyes, 
when I opened them there was a disc-shaped object about 100 feet 
away to my left off the road. "The object was silver on top, 
quite a high polished silver and either a very dark grey or black 
underneath - it was just like two inverted saucers". 


Although at first he thought the UFO was resting on the 
ground, he perceived when his eyes cleared a little more that it 
was actually hovering about three or four feet above the ground.. 

At this stage, Hydes decided to go over and examine the object but 
his attention was diverted by a passing car. On looking back he 
saw there were two figures on his side of the object. They were 
about 5 feet tall and dressed in a metallic sort of over a ii 
though there did not appear to be any zippers, buttons or other 
appurtenance s. 

"They appeared, to be dressed in the same aluminium type sheet 
as the craft itself had", he continued, "and they had helmets on 
just like a fish bowl popped on somebody's head. At this stage, 
starting to get a little frightened, I took a step forward to see 
what would happen and they did the same. Then one of the figures, 
the one on the left, took another couple of steps forward and 
lifted his hand up and bec v oned me over. I tnen panicked, and 
just dived on the bi v e whose motor was still running, and took off 
down the road. My idea was to put as much distance between 
myself and the object as possible. Suddenly, -however, I heard a 
humming noise and straight away knew what it was. Looking up, I 
saw the UFO following me at- about 100 feet altitude and about 15-0 
feet away. I then tried to flag down a couple of cars and point the 
object cut to them, but none responded". 


By this time, the UFO had overtaken Hyd.es and had actually 
overpassed him, apparently to cut him off. He then cut back his 
speed until he was travelling at no more than p to 4 miles per 
hour and watched the UFO expectantly, awaiting its next move. 
However, to Hydes' relief the UFO suddenly tilted its base towards 
him and shot up in the air at about a 45 degree angle, disappearing 
from sight in a matter of a few seconds. Hydes’ description of 
the colour change in the UFO's appearance immediately before its 
departure makes interesting reading for the UFO researcher. 

"1/hen the UFO leapt in front of me",, he recalled, "it was a 
pinkish sort of colour, just as if it was reflecting the sun's 
rays, which was not the case, since the colouring was all over the 
object, not just on the side facing the sun. But just before it 
tilted and shot off it became a brighter and brighter red, and 
became so bright it hurt your eyes to look at it - it was li v e 
looking into the sun. Uhen it took off, there was no acceleration 
- one moment it was stopped and the next it was just up and gone".

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EVALUATION of the WODOECtA case 


The Hydes account is an extremely detailed one and it has 
not been possible to include in this article the wealth of detail 
concerning the UEC and its alleged occupants which Hr. Hydes related 
to Society investigators. 

Hydes was actually lengthily interrogated by Society 
sightings investigation officers on two seuarate occasions, with a 
view partly to ensuring that all relevant facts were recorded, and 
partly to obtain inherent contrad.icticns which it was felt would be 
obvious, in the two accounts if Hydes had been a hoaxer. The two taped 
accounts were closely examined., and they are remarkably consistent. 
Subsequent investigation consisted of enquiries d.irected to the local 
press and police as to the existence of any corroborative reports. 

Hone were forthcoming. 

Investigation of meteorological records establish that the 
weather conditions at the time were accurately described by Hyd.es. 

The absence of corroboration from at least one of the motorists 
referred, to by Hydes is puzzling. However, these facts must be borne 
in mind: 

1. A motorist's field, of vision is not great and his 
attention, and that of his passengers, is usually riveted 
on the highway. 

2. Hydes' antics would have distracted, motorists' attention 
from an aerial object, and possibly even alarmed, them. 

3. A report, or reports, may actually have been mad.e, 
either to the press, in which case the report would most 
likely have been ignored, or to the R.A.A.F. with the 
usual notorious result! Only in the unlikely event of a 
report reaching a UFO Society would it have been published. 
(Mr. Hyd.es learned, of the V.U.F.O.R.S. ' existence only by 
subsequently read.ing a UFO book by Coral Lorenzen). 

Of some significance is the fact that Mr. Hydes' report 
coincided with a minor flap in Southern Australia in an otherwise 
extremely quiet period, with sightings being reported, on the pre¬ 
ceding and. subsequent days. 

Most favourable evidence in support of the truth of the 
sighting is the wealth of material relating to the appearance and. 
behaviour of the UFO which ufologists will recognise as familiar 
and essential UFO characteristics. These could have been invented 
and. related so plausibly by only a person well steeped in UFO 
literature. VUFORS investigators felt quite convinced, that this was 
not the case with Hydes. 

Copies of the transcript were examined, by a medical psychia¬ 
trist and by a lawyer who has had. consid.erable experience in Crown 
prosecution work, and. is consequently adept in evaluating human 
testimony. Both advised that the Hydes account seemed consistent and 
authentic. 

As in the case with so many sighting reports, there is no 
definitive evaluation to be mad.e of the Hydes report. It remains a 
fascinating and tantalising statistic which in company with a 
sufficient number of similar accounts may yet yield profif of events 
which will "endow human life with new inventions and riches".

April 1st , marred the beginning cf my 1982 visit along the 
North American UFO Trail, This year, as well as other years, the 
name of Professor James McDonald is often raised by leading 
researchers, from coast to coast. 

Admiration for this energetic scientist, who displayed 
exceptional thoroughness in the investigation and research of 
unidentified flying objects has never waned. Hardly a wee 1 ? passes 

without mention of the outstanding accomplishment made during his 
short stay in Australia, in July 196?. 

Perhaps a brief sighting which McDonald could not explain 
was the beginning of his interest in the UFO mystery. Dr. McDonald 
first contacted VUFGP.R early i..>. 1966, making enquiries concerning the 
details of Rev. William Gill's encounter. He had written to a 
librarian in Port Moresby ana had received a reply that something of 
the UNO nature had been rumoured years prior to that time, but he, 
the librarian, could not recall the details nor could he find anything 
written on the story. 

Upon McDonald ! s request to FUFCRS, the detailed Crutwcll 
Report on the Gill case was airmailed. When receipt of the report 
was acknowledged } Professor McDonald remarked that he had been in 
touch with the wrong source. Thus, an early lesson was learned that 
UFO information, at that tine, was practically nil within the 
academic world., but could be found amongst Ufologists who, in the 
face of officially, sponsored ridicule, were investigating and record¬ 
ing reports. 

While in the United States, during ray 1967, Jim McDonald 
requested my visit to his home in Tucson, Arizona, for the purpose 


of briefing him on the UFO scone i.i Australia.

tor case was discussed with him. These were oases which had been 
uncovered and investigated by /eteron Australian Ufologists. The 
interest aroused prompted his request for our assistance to arrange 
appointments with key witnesses when he visited Australia on a U.S. 
Navy assignment during July, 1967. 

Eighty witnesses of selected cases were located for him 
resulting in a crowded period cf activity, apart from his officially 
sponsored mission for the Navy. In addition to his extensive list 
of notes, Prof. McDonald added to the files of ufology 13,000 feet of 
recorded tape. His outstanding accomplishments, however, were 
not without interference from the opposition. The spearhead of this 
attack on his effective progress came through non other than off-'dial, 
channeIs. 

VUF0R8 was contacted to relay a message to McDonald, who was 
at that time in Queensland, to contact the American Embassy. Details

was behind the drive to "stop McDonald".

Thus, anything they produced 
would be scarcely recognisable to us. If however, we look a little closer tc our own universe, where 
creation vies, we could find a life plane we seem to have overlookedc With all this analysis and an open mind, 
let us turn to a recent publication entitled ' T Thc jjevil’s Meridian" by Kevin Killey and Gary Lester, and draw 
from the wealth of information contained therein. I quote from it since it seems to be the most up to date 
information regarding sightings and findings - comparisons of Biblical materialisations and UFO materialisations 
which are descriptively the same.

Ths most quoted of all sightings in the Bible is of course Ezekiel Ch.4, 
which states ",,nd I looked, and behold, a whirlwind came out of the north, a great cloud, and a fire enfolding 
itself, end a brightness was about it " etc. We now take a similar sighting quoted from "The Devil’s Meridian c 

In 1964 a New York family reported a dark object like a black cloud, from which emitted a flash of light and 

wisps of smoke. It shot forward at tremendous velocity. (P.160). 

What is the difference between tne two sightings? They both add up to the same thing and 
descriptions only vary slightly. Characteristically, they are the same atmospheric phenomena. 

I am not going through every instance of angeis appearing, or visions of Christ, listed in the Bible; nor am 
I going to list every UFO sighting in the "The Devil’s Meridian" to prove this point. I merely suggest 
interested parties do as I have done and make their own comparisons. 

When the Lord gave Moses the ten commandments on Mount Sinai, he said "Lo, I come unto thee in a 
thick cloud." He also warned that his presence on close contact, could create a dangerous situation for the 
unwery. He said they would perish, 

Today r s intellect - also that of earlier times - would have a clearer understanding of sugh a 
situation because of the knowledge we have of atomic energy. However, today’s intellect still seems to miss 
the point that at a certain stage of materialisation oF beings from the invisible plane; instant incineration 
could be the result of contact. Nothing is new. 

The Lord stated this clearly from within a cloud. From the data I hove gathered and the circumstances of these 
clouds appearing when U.F.Q.s art about, I am inclined to believe that this situation is directly responsible 
for the complete disappearance of boats and planes and people! The clearest instance I can state is the 
dis3ppearar.ee of Fred Valentich on October 1978, on his flight over Boss Strait and photographs taken by 
Roy Manifold on the same day. Fred Valentich disappeared without a trace. No wreckage, nothing has been found. 
Let us take a look at the six photographs and the computer analysis of photos taken on the day he 
disappeared (The Devil’s Meridian - pages 134 - 135) 

There is unshakable evidence on the film, of an eruption rising from the waters. The next stage 
is apparently a situation taking place in the atmosphere (invisible to the unwary ship or plane). The next 
stage is described as the strangest cloud observed by mankind. Small yet dense, with a clear sky above 
and existing at an impossibly low level. The final computer analysis of this cloud shows proof of an 
unidentified structure within. Roy Manifold’s cloud - rising from the water - and lctef* Fred.Valentich’s 
plane disappeared - incinerated no doubt - amid the grisly manifestations of alien manipulation of atmosphere. 

How much can the human mind credit before reason dawns or is lost? The way humanity stands at 
the moment, the Lord could come again and not be noticed because we hove failed to research the possibilities 
stated. I leave the reader with a final question "Are U.F.G ? s "Unidentified Flying Objects" or another 
manifestation of life that has existed since time began - on another phane in our universe - and not another 
planet?"

BOOK REVIEW NO. 5 ....Library No. E.71. 

BY PHILIP J. KLAGS "UFOs EXPLAINED" 

1974 book - 428 pages - 31 chapters/index. 

12 Photographic plates. 

This is a good long interesting and well written book that deals 
with the problem of UFOs in an objective manner. To the dead eye 
Ufologist it may hurt a bit to read, such a book, yet in all 
honesty all who are trying to keep an open mind on the subject 
should take up this book and read it to the end. 


I found some parts a little personal and only one assessment of 
what are very complex and hard to define events, but the author's 
views are not impossible. Hy readings of the Rev. Uilliam Gill's 
Papua, New Guinea, sightings are enhanced by the author's reasoning 
in Chapter 22 but he was not able to prove to me that Fr. Gill 
lied or tried to deceive the world. 


Yes, this book is another in a series of "I KNOW HOW IT WAS BONE". 
This time the author followed a few rules in his basic assessment 
of the 30 or so UPC encounters. The cases that he takes on are 
the most impressive that the UFO world could offer to him at that 
time and may I say he does not lack guts in his selection. 


Let's not look at his conclusions but what I feel are some very 
interesting rules that the author has found and listed as his guide 
to his understanding of each sighting. 

1. Basically honest and intelligent persons who are suddenly 
exposed to a brief, unexpected event, especially one that 
involves an unfamiliar object, may be grossly inaccurate in 
trying to describe precisely what they have seen. 

2. Despite the intrinsic limitations of human perception when 
exposed to brief, unexpected & unusual events, some details 
recalled by the observer may be reasonably accurate. The 
problem facing the UFO investigator is to try to distinguish 

between those details that are accurate and those that are grossly 
inaccurate. This may be impossible until the true identity of 
the UFO can be determined so that in some cases this poses an 
insoluble problem.

3o If a person observing an unusual or unfamiliar object concludes 
that it is probably a spaceship from another world, he can 
readily adduce that the object is reacting to his presence cr 

actions when in reality there is absolutely no cause effect 
relationship. 

* Mar?t Twain phrased it more colorfully : "You cannot depend 
on your eyes when your imagination is out of focus". 

4= News media that give great prominence to a UNO report when it 
is first received, subsequently devote little if any space or 
time for reporting a prosaic explanation for the case when all 
the facts are uncovered. 

'No human observer, including experienced flight crews, can 

accurately estimate either the distance/altitude or the size 
of an unfamiliar object in the shy, unless it is in very close 
proximity to a familiar object whose size or altitude is known. 

6. Once news media coverage leads the public to believe that UFOs 
may be in the vicinity, there are numerous natural &, man made 
objects which, especially when seen at night, can take on 
unusual characteristics in the mind of hopeful viewers. Their 
UNO report in turn adds to the mass excitement which encourages 
still more observers to watch for UFOs. This situation feeds 
upon itself until such time as the news media loses interest 

in the subject, and then the "flap" quic?~iy runs out of steam. 

7. In attempting to determine whether a UFO report is a hoax, an 
investigator should rely on physical evidence, or the lack of 
it where evidence should exist, and should not depend on 
character endorsement of the principals involved. 

8. The inability of even experienced investigators to fully and 
positively explain a UFO report for lack of sufficient 
information, even after a rigorous effort, does not really 
provide evidence to support the hypothesis that spaceships 
from other worlds are visiting the earth. 

0. l/henever a light is sighted in the sties that is believed to 

be a UFO and this is reported to a radar operator, who is asked 
to search his scope for an unknown target, almost invariably 
an "unknown" target will be found. Conversely, if an unusual 
target is spotted on a radarscope at night that is suspected 
of being a UFO, and an observer is dispatched or asked to 
search for a light in the night sky, almost invariably a visual 
sighting will be made. 

10. Many UFC cases seem puzzling F unexplainable simply because 
case investigators have failed to devote a sufficiently 
rigorous effort to the investigation. 


I can not argue against the majority of the above rules, the author 
has set out in the book, yet at the same token I can offer equally 
relevant explanations for each rule given above. 

Eecause the subject of UFOs is little understood; unexplainable; 
lacks solid evidence; touched by human emotions £■. imaginations & 
tends to collide with our solid beliefs that "we are the centre 
of the universe", tends to make people simplify their objectivity. 
In other words it is far easier to say "Ho" than to say "Yes, or 
no, and how, when, where and why?" 

My faith lies in the 1# unexplained and the solid photography that 
we mow have, and most of all, at least 10# have no reason to lie 
or gain from such a report - in fact, more to lose; therefore 
what they have seen must have overwhelmed their understanding of 
the earth and how we live; this is what is to be answered.

"If the'Hiss. I-Iobart. 1 in 1934- was the first d-isappearance of an 
aircraft in Bass Strait when ’was the first mysterious disappearance 
of a ship"? 

Many ships have disappeared. in Bass Strait - in fact it 
has been one of the biggest graveyards for ships in the world, 
considering its relatively small size. 

The first ship lost in the Strait was 'The Governor 
Sorrell' in 1819» In 132$ the brig 'Governor Macquarie' was lost 
bound for Sydney out of Hobart. A thorough search failed to find 
any trace. These ships were probably lost through come mishap. 
However, other more mysterious losses have occurred in perfect 
weather with no trace ever found.. The 'Yarra Yarra' and 'Britomart' 
with 30 people aboard in 1839 are examples. Many other ships 
have vanished in Bass Strait since, some providing clues in the 
guise of wreckage as to their fate; others"completely disappearing.
